Attempted murder charges 
were filed against a Sacramento 
man yesterday by Oakland po¬ 
lice, who said he mSlTeTa pipe 
wmb to his estranged wife that 
failed to go off. 

The suspect, Daniel Lee Da¬ 
vis, 47, a self-employed wood 
craftsman who has been in cus¬ 
tody since Friday, is scheduled 
to enter a plea today in Oakland 
Municipal Court. He is charged 
with attempted murder and at¬ 
tempted explosion of a destruc¬ 
tive device with the intent to 
commit murder and is being 
held without bail. 

Oakland police, working with 
postal inspectors, began their in¬ 
vestigation last Tuesday night 
when Florence Davis, 46, dis¬ 
covered a package in front of 
her apartment door in the 300 
block of Staten Avenue that bore 
a Sacramento postmark. 

Police said she and her hus¬ 
band had been married more 
than 23 years before separating 
almost three years ago. The di¬ 
vorce proceedings had been at 
times bitter, police said.

The “Lord’s Avenger” letter, 
the strongest le^ pojice have 
left in the May fcomb Jhg of an 
Elarth First activist’s car in Oak¬ 
land. was probably concocted to 
trick police into believing the 
bomber was a deranged reli¬ 
gious fanatic, according to ex¬ 
perts contacted by The Tribune. 

Authorities believe the aveng¬ 
er, who took credit for the bomb¬ 
ing in an anonymous letter to the 
media, was so familiar with the 
bomb that he must have been 
involved in building it. 

More than 15 psychologists, 
religious scholars and criminolo¬ 
gists who read the avenger’s let¬ 
ter at The Tribune’s request said 
he also is intelligent, well-edu¬ 
cated and as familiar with Chris¬ 
tian beliefs as he is with the in¬ 
tricate schematics of a bomb.
